B. A nonresident fishing license to a nonresident 3214 years of age or older.

Sec. 2. 12 MRSA 812501, sub-86, 1D, asamended by PL 2005, c. 12, Pt. 111, §24, isfurther
amended to read:

D. A nonresident junior fishing license, for persons 1214 years of age or older and under 16 years
of age, is $9.
